With reference to the proposed development by the 


Ministry of Defence involving the erection of 48 houses 
off Souters Lane, it was agreed to put forward the 
following observations to the County Councils-— 


1. The County Junior School is already considerably 
overloaded, and any further increase in the child 
population would necessitate an urgent and parallel 
increase in the size and facilities of the school. 


2. The village already suffers from flooding instimes of 
heavy rain, and much of this is caused by surface water 
flowing down Souters Lane. Any further increase in the 
number of properties would require considerable 
improvements to the surface and drainage, and the 
subsequent adoption of the road. Furthermore whatever 
drainage system is devised it must ensure that there is 


no additional flow into the culvert and village brook,

5- The Village Community feels that with the proposed

APPEALS BY MR G A HAWES AND MR T E HUBBARD - 


14. I am directed by the Secretary of State for the Environment to say that consideration 
has been given to the report of the Inspector, Mr W T Davies BA MRIPI DipTP, who 

held a local inquiry into your clients' appeals under section 23 of the Town and 

Country Planning Act 1962 (now section 36 of the 1971 Act) against the decisions of 

the Barrow-upon-Soar Rural District Council, acting on behalf of the Leicester 

County Council, to refuse planning permission for (i) residential development on — 

OS parcels 63 and part 64 and (ii) residential development, shop and doctor's surgery, 

on OS parcels 57, 58, 59, 60 and 62, on land at Brook Street, Burton-on-the-Wolds. 


2. A copy of the Inspector's report is enclosed. Bearing in mind the facts set out 
in paragraph 46 of this report, the Inspector concluded that:- 


"a, It is evident that the Statutory Development Plan has had little or no 
relevance to development control policy as applied to Burton-on-the-Wolds, 
substantial developments having taken place in the village since submission of 
the plan in 1951, and also since its approval in 1959. When the “village 
classification policy" was introduced by the county council in 1967, it seems 

to me that expansion commensurate with the category 2 classification had already 
taken place.in Burton-on-the-Wolds, and that there is some justification for 
supporting the council's subsequent decision to restrict further expansion of 
the village into the surrounding rural area. In my view, the absence of a 
developed village nucleus is a relevant consideration in this case. 


"». Development of the 2 sites would be a substantial addition to the already 
enlarged village, and in the case of site I and the western part of site II, 
which consist of agricultural land above the level of the developed land to the 
south, residential development on the land would detract from the attractive 
rural setting of the north-eastern part of the village. Although development 

of the eastern part of the site II would replace existing unsightly buildings, 

a housing estate would considerably extend the area of built-up land, which, 
except from a part of Melton Road to the east, is conspicuous in the landscape. ~ 


"co, Development of site I would encroach on an area of pleasant open land and 
would detract from the surroundings. 
"d. Provision for an estate road layout with access to Brook Street as 
extended is desirable in the interests of convenience and road safety, if 
both sites were developed as one unit; such development would be premature 
however, pending completion of the road improvements proposed. It seems to 
me however that provisions for access from Brook Street as existing, would 
be acceptable if development of site I only were permitted, and if such 
development were supported on land use and amenity grounds."

3. The Inspector recommended that both appeals be dismissed. 


4. The Secretary of State agrees with the Inspector's conclusions and accepts 
his recommendation. Therefore he hereby dismisses the appeal. 


5. A separate note is attached setting out the circumstances in which the 
validity of the Secretary of State's decision may be challenged in the High Court.

Ae that any of the relevant requirements have not been 
complied with, and the applicant's interests have been 
Substantially prejudiced by the failure to comply. 


"The relevant requirements" are defined in section 245 of the Act: 
they are the requirements of that Act and the Tribunals and 
Inquiries Act 1971 or any enactment replaced thereby, and the 
reauirements of any order, regulations or rules made under those 
Acts or under any of the Acts repealed by those acts. These include 
the Town, and Country Planning (Inquiries Procedure) Rules 1969 

(SI 1969 No- 1092), which relate to the procedure on cases dealt with 
by the Secretary of State, and the Town and Country Planning Anneals 
(Determination by Aovointed Persons) (Inquiries Procedure) Rules 
1968 (SI 1968 No 1952), which relate to the procedure on appeals 
transferred to Inspectors.

Residential Land Availability, and Future Development.

Field Footpath Signposting and Waymarking. 


Letter from the County Engineer and Surveyor stated 
that during the next two totthree years ‘the County 
Council is carrying out a programme of signposting 
field footpaths at their junction with County 
maintained highways. The Parish Council was asked 

to inform Mr.J.Ash, Divisional Surveyor, of the field 
footpaths they wished to be signposted. 

The Wolds Footpath Group had been asked to give their 
views on this, and they had submitted a list of paths 
they considered should be signposted as follows:- 
H76, The Eastern End, adjacent to the Durham Ox.

The meeting agreed that this list of paths should be 
forwarded to the Divisional Surveyor.

Proposed extinguishment of Footpath H98A, Burton-on-the- 
Wolds. 


| A letter from the Borough of Charnwood stated that it was 
proposed to extinguish part of this footpath connecting 
the Barrow Road, Burton, and the B675. The proposal 
being part of the overall scheme for rationalisation of 
footpaths in the area. . 

The meeting agreed that the footpath was far too useful 
to be extinguished, forming as it did part of a circular 
walk within easy reach of the village.
